DYNAMITE IS USED 


STRIKERS 
TRY 
TO BLOW CP 
STREET GAA AT DULUTH. 


Cl*arte of Dynamite la Placed aa 
the Ralls—Pm ic nger■ Hart a MI- 
rocnlona Escape—The Fact That 
the Force of the Explosion Tend­ 
ed 
Downward 
Sarod 
the 
Cav 
From Annihilation — Slight Inju­ 
ries Were Experienced by Most 
of the Strikers—Tho Iberia Mny 
De Called on for Protection by 
the Reeelrer. 


Duluth, Minn., May ll.—Rioters a t­ 
tempted to blow up a West Duluth 
street car with dynamite at l l o’clock 
last night. The car carried ten passen­ 
gers. 
It was running rapidly. 
When 
between 
Twenty-third and 
Twenty- 
fourth avenues west there was an ex­ 
plosion so loud that It 
w as plainly 
heard all over the central part of the 
city. 
The forward part of the car 
leaped up in the air and the vehicle 
careened and shot over on Its side. A 
dynamite charge had been placed on 
one of the rails. It was large enough 
to blow the car to pieces, but the force 
of the explosion tended more largely 
downward. Slight Injuries were ex­ 
perienced by most of the passengers, 
Including two women, but nobody wa* 
seriously hurt. 
All were deafened by 
the report and have been unable to 
hear anything since. The trucks of the 
car xvere blown to pieces. No arrests 
were made. 
The explosion occurred 
within a couple of blocks of the strik­ 
ers’ headquarters. 
The ears ran all 
day without interruption, but as soon 
as evening came on the tactics of Sun­ 
day night 
Were Renewed. 
The cars on the Woodland and Garfield 
avenue lines were stoned so persistent­ 
ly that after one passenger on an Inter­ 
state* car had been cut in the face by 
a stone tile company ordered operations 
abandoned. The city council last night 
passed a resolution demanding of the 
street railway company that It operate 
all the cars required by Its franchise. 
Nobody seemed to know Just w hat ex­ 
actions this action would make of the 
company. It is said, however, that the 
receiver will retort that he would be 
glad to comply when the city has fur­ 
nished him protection. 
It is questionable, Indeed, after the 
use of dynamite last night, lf the re­ 
ceiver does not ask the district court 
for the protection of the sheriff. It I* 
said that the city will be held respon­ 
sible for the damage already done to 
the ears by the rioters. 
The council 
committee appointed to try to bring the 
company and strikers together report­ 
ed that the company that it has noth­ 
ing to arbitrate as to the nine men that 
It refuses to re-employ. It is said that 
the company 
accuses 
these men of 
knocking down fares.

New York, May IO.—The police o f 
this city say that the total sum in­ 
volved in 
a swindle 
of which Dr. 
Heglesburg, now under arrest in Los 
Angeles, Cal., is 
accused, will reach 
$100,000. 
Dr. Hegelsburg was presi­ 
dent of the “Investors’ Guaranty nnd 
Trust company,” with offices in this 
city. 
It is alleged that the company 
did a “blind pool” business in stocks. 
About April 20 last patrons of tho 
company who called at its offices found 
the doors locked and no information 
was obtainable as to the whereabout* 
of the members of the concern. Ernest 
S. May, keeper of a restaurant, made 
specific complaint that he had invested 
$8,100 with the concern and that lie be­ 
lieved that lie 
had 
been swindled. 
Hegelsburg was thought to have start­ 
ed for New Mexico. The police at El 
Paso were telegraphed to and the po­ 
lice throughout the State of California 
wore notified. Capt. McCluskey sent a 
telegram to Chief of Police Glasser at 
Los Angeles to hold Hegelsburg until 
requisition papers were completed. 
Two days before the company's of­ 
fices were closed some of Hegelsburg’* 
customers received from him a type­ 
written circular dated at Newark, N. 
J., saying that disaster had overtaken 
him. He attributed it to the panicky 
m arket and said he had destroyed tbe 
books and asked for a few months in 
which to make everything square. He 
confessed that he alone constituted the 
whole company. The letter continued: 
“I was a fool to think I could beat 
the market and make a fortune for 
you and me, but you will hardly be 
more successful. 
You lose only a few 
d( liars while I lose my very exlstense.” 
Capt. McCluskey said a man named 
Young, who w’as a friend of May, the 
restaurant keeper, had 
also 
been in­ 
duced to invest money in Hegelsburg’s 
concern, and that May and Young had 
lost about $30,000 between them.

The settler* 
protested, and the company has, in 
various ways, fought for delay*, try­ 
ing to take out a charter in. tin* name 
of Ben Tisdale, from whom, no dam­ 
ages could lie collected. Tho county 
commissioners refused to grant this, 
and tin* company lias kept delaying 
nnd putting off, /it the same time pro­ 
ceeding with He* dam and maintaining 
it by keeping guards to watch it con­ 
stantly. 
The settlers 
have finally brought 
matter* to a climax by having war­ 
rants issued and the guard* arrested 
for wilfully obsi nn*t ing the public 
highway, and as soon /is the guards 
were in the hands of the sheriff, the 
dam was blown up with dynamite and 
the water has dffcnp|>enred. This no­ 
tion throws the routes! into tin* court*, 
and the aggressive action and the bur­ 
den of proof on to the lumber compa­ 
ny. nnd ifx* settlers are on the defens­ 
ive.

ament conference at 
its 
meeting In 
The Hague on the 10th of the present 
month. 
The 
American 
delegates, 
headed by Ambassador White, are 
equipped with a fairly well-digested 
plan for the execution of this long- 
cherished project, while the British del­ 
egates are prepared with a plan which 
Is almost identical with the American 
project. 
The details cannot be procured for 
publication in advance of the presenta­ 
tion of the projects of the conference. 
It is known, however, that there are 
essentially differences between this 
last plan and 
that 
embodies in the 
treaty drafted by Secretary Olney and 
Sir Julian Pauncefote which failed of 
lotion in the senate when submitted 
for avocation. 
The 
differences are 
rather in tho methods provided for se­ 
curing an 
I m p a r tia l A d jn d ic n tlo n 
than in the principles of the former 
convention, and it is believed that on 
these points the British and American 
proposition are not 
precisely similar. 
It cannot bo said that the American 
delegates go to the conference with any 
strong expectations that 
their own 
scheme for securing the adjustment of 
disputes by arbitration, or, indeed, any 
project of the kind, will secure the ad­ 
hesion of the entire conference or even 
a majority of tile delegates. But they 
are content to plant the seed and make 
a beginning which, it is hoped by Pres­ 
ident McKinley and 
Secretary Hay, 
will In the end have substantial result. 
Tho American delegates go committed 
to this arbitration project much more 
strongly than 
to anything 
likely to 
figure before the conference. 
Regard­ 
ing disarmament, the Instructions to 
tell tho conference that the present 
armament of the United States and 
any within the 
possibilities 
of the 
future are so far 
below the present 
minimum armaments with which any 
of the great powers of Europe are like­ 
ly to be content that there is really no 
reason why tile United States should 
be called into the argument.

OTIS OH PHILIPPINES. 


Returned Commander Talks of 
Situation In the Islands. 


THINKS WAR IS SURE TO BE BRIEF.

Otis, w in readied L.i.-i An :i 1; h, f\*d., 
from Manila on May s, i naturally the 
best authority now in the United States 
on the situation and prospects in the 
Philippines. 
He gives in the following 
article tie resnlts of his observation 
fkyid expericr.ee in the islands 
' The dnrntion of the pending cam ­ 
paign in the Philippines is bound to be 
brief. It is impossible for the army u n ­ 
der Aguinaldo to continue the fight, 
and there is no hope of military success 
even if the tight should be continued 
indefinitely. 
Neither the embattled 
Filipinos nor the so called Filipino gov­ 
ernment have the resources necessary 
to insure success. They are without ad­ 
equate arms and am m unition; they are 
without horse artillery or a navy ; they 
have no sufficient commissariat, *bnt 
are compelled to live precariously off 
the country; they have no treasury; 
they have no efficient 
organization; 
they are without commanders of knowl­ 
edge and capacity for modern warfare, 
and, finally, they are without cohesion. 
There is no solidarity in the patriot­ 
ism of the population, if patriotism it 
The different island peoples are at 
outs with each other, and they will 
never submit to Tagalo rule, to Agui-

fjaldo or any of his associate job seeking 
statesmen. 
The Filipino soldiers and 
mimic warriors are not without, pluck, 
as they have shown in the various ac­ 
tions since the first outbreak took place, 
but they do not know how to fight and 
are no match for the valorous and in­ 
trepid American volunteers and regu­ 
lars who have “ gone up against” them 
in the duty of suppressing a rebellion 
against the authority of the United 
States and of vindicating the flag of the 
republic wdiicli they wantonly assailed. 
So that defeat—nnd complete defeat— 
must be the portion of the revolution­ 
ary government. I look for an uncondi­ 
tional surrender in the very near future. 
American interests in the Philippines 
ore in good hands. 
Trust to Dewey on 


fo e sea and Major General Otis on the 
land to do their work well and thor­ 
oughly. The preposterous barefoot fight- 
srs of the Philippines must go down be­ 
fore the invincible American sailors and 
toldiers, whose armed opposition they 
iave unwarrantably provoked. 
The character of the natives does 
□ot, of course, commend itself highly 
bo the respect of enlightened American 
or European peoples; yet they are not 
without their virtues, and under firm 
ind just rule, with their natural rights 
guaranteed to them, they can be made 
lapabhi of much good. 
But they cer­ 
tainly have not that capacity for self 
government which would warrant turn- 
og over the country to their civil and 
litary control. 
They are not, as I 
7 ye already said, united in their desire 
autonomy and native self govern- 
nt, nnd if Aguinaldo and his fellow’s 
uld be turned loose to manage the 
ntry and its government they would 
.il. 
The different tribes of the archipel- 
»go w’ould quarrel among themselves, 
md the whole experiment would end in 
nore or less picturesque throat cutting, 
rhe value of tho islands as American 
Kjssessiona is, I think, beyond dispute, 
jeeause of their extent, their rich n a t­ 
ural resources, as yet only partially de­ 
veloped, and their favorable geograph- 
cal position in the Pacific, on the direct 
rack from America to the orient. 
The openings afforded in the Philip- 


pinos'for the employment or Araericali 
capital are neither few nor unimpor­ 
tant, but, in order that success may fol­ 
low, they must be investigated with 
thoroughness and intelligence, and seiz­ 
ed upon only after right conditions have 
been ascertained to exist; otherwise se­ 
rious mistakes are liable to occnr there, 
as elsewhere under like conditions. 
What 1 mean is that Americans of en­ 
terprise and capital should not be pre­ 
cipitate in planting themselves in onr 
new possessions. 
“ Fools rnsh in where 
angels fear to tread.” 
As to settlement by average Ameri­ 
can farmers, 
laborers, 
aitisans and 
homo builders, my judgment is that 
our people should go slow. 
Without 
careful previous 
investigation 
they 
might make serious mistakes and pos­ 
sibly regret their change of home and 
habitat. 
When it comes to considering 
the question of making a living and ac­ 
quiring profit in that country through 
the labor of the hands, it must be borne 
in mind that the climate is a formi­ 
dable obstacle to complete success, not 
that it is, in fact, an unhealthy climate 
—I speak of the northern island of L u­ 
zon, which is a healthy region as a 
w hole—but the heat throughout eight 
or nine months of the year is so intense 
as to prevent American or European 


laborers from averaging more than 
three or four houra a day in out of door 
manual employments. 
The resources of the country, if de­ 
veloped through American enterprise, 
energy and capital, must be developed 
largely by the use of native labor under 
American management. 
The methods, 
industrial, social and political, of a 
century cannot be changed in a day 
nor in a year, nor even in a decade. 
The attempt to supplant native labor 
cannot be accomplished without injus­ 
tice, disturbance and possible revolu­ 
tion. Besides, the native laborers of the 
country have the natural and indefeasi­ 
ble right to perform its labor so far as 
they are willing, qualified and able. 
Under American administration of 
the island numbers of our citizens can. 
find advantageous openings as capital­ 
ists, owners, directors, managers, as­ 
sistant managers, foremen, subforeinen, 
bookkeepers, clerks and agents and oth­ 
er places of responsibility more or less 
important. 
But none of these classes 
should depend upon the country w’ith­ 
ont having fitst laid ^ e groundw’ork for 
success. 
Neither the skilled nor un ­ 
skilled labor of that country can com­ 
pete w’ith oiws, nnd it is not worth 
nearly as much per man, bnt there are 
countless numbers of these Filipino la­ 
borers, and they can do the w’ork when 
properly directed. 
Not being able to 
accomplish as much as an equal num ­ 
ber of American laborers would accom­ 
plish, they, of course, do not and should 
not command such high wages. 
Be­ 
sides, they can live on less and are con­ 
tent w’ith less. 
The government of the Philippines 
will not be an easy problem, but never­ 
theless it is a problem w’hicli American 
genius, justice and determination can 
solve. 
The government for the islands 
should be strong, firm, simple and as 
absolutely just as it is possible for hu ­ 
man government to be. 
Our govern­ 
ment should not undertake to overrun 
the islands with a horde of civil office­ 
holders and their hangers on. 
It is, in 
the first place, not necessary and, in 
the next place, wonld surely result in 
corruption, extravagance, injustice and 
opposition. 
A government largely military, at 
least for the immediate future, is the 
one best adapted to the country. There 
are many minor civil offices which 
might be advantageously filled by intel­ 
ligent native Filipinos, some of whom 
have had experience and have been put 
to the test nnder the former Spanish 
regime. 
I w’ould go as far in that direction as 
safety might sanction, bnt I would keep 
the real government of the country in 
the control of the United States, in the 
hands of its army and navy, with but 
one flag, and that the stars and stripes. 
I believe this course would produce the 
best results for that country and for 
this. 
A vast American trade with 
the 
orient is one of the commercial certain­ 
ties of the early years of the dawning 
century. We will yet load untold ships 
with American products to be sold at 
good prices to the teeming millions of 
China pnd the far east and make u n ­ 
counted millions of profit ont of the 
traffic, and we need the Philippines as a 
three-quarter-of-the-way station in the 
Pacific.—New York World.

Aa to settlement by average Ameri­ 
can farmers, laborers, artisans and 
home builders, my judgment is that 
our people should go alow. 
Without 
careful previous 
investigation they 
might make serious mistakes and pos­ 
sibly regret their change of home end 
habitat. When it cornea to considering. 
the question bf making a living and ac­ 
quiring profit In that country through 
the labor'of the banda, it moat be borne 
in mind that the climate is a formi­ 
dable obatacle to complete auoocM, not 
that it ie, in feet, an unhealthy climate 
—I apeak of the northern island of Lo­ 
tion, which is a healthy region aa a 
whole—but the heat throughout eight 
ar nine months of the year Is bo intense 
as to prevent American or European 


laborers from averaging more than 
three or four hours a day in out of door 
manual employments. 
The resources of the country, if de­ 
veloped through American enterprise, 
energy and capital, must be developed 
largely by the use of native labor under 
American management The methods, 
industrial, social and political, of a 
century cannot be changed in a day 
nor in a year, nor even in a decade 
The attempt to supplant native labor 
cannot be accomplished without injus 
tice, disturbance and possible revolu 
tion. Besides, the native laborers of the 
country have the natural and indefeasi 
hie right to perform its labor so far aa 
they are willing, qualified and able. 
Under American administration of 
the island numbers of onr citizens can. 
find advantageous openings as capital 
ists, owners, directors, managers, as 
sis ta ut managers, foremen, subforemen, 
bookkeepers, clerks and agents and oth­ 
er places of responsibility more or less 
important. Bnt none of these classes 
should depend upon the country with 
out having first laid j£e groundwork for 
success. Neither the skilled nor un­ 
skilled labor of that country can com 
pete with ours, and it is not worth 
nearly as ranch per man, bnt there are 
countless nnmbers of these Filipino la­ 
borers, and they can do the work when 
properly directed. Not being able to 
accomplish as much as an equal nom 
jer of American laborers would accom­ 
plish, they, of course, do not and should 
not command such high wages. Be 
sides, they can live on less and are con­ 
tent .with less. 
Tho government of the Philippines 
will not he ah easy problem, bat never 
libelees it is a problem which American 
genius, justice and determination can 
solve. The government for the islands 
should be strong, firm, simple and as 
absolutely just aa it la possible for hu 
man government to be. Onr govern 
ment should not undertake to overrun 
the islands with a horde of civil office­ 
holders and their hangers on. It is, in 
the first place, not necessary and, in 
the next place, would surely result in 
corruption, extravagance, injustice and 
opposition. 
A government largely military, at 
least for the immediate tatar* is the 
one beet adapted to the country. There 
are many minor civil offices which 
might be advantageously filled by intel 
ligent native Filipinos, some of whom 
have had experience and have been put 
to the test under the tonner Spanish 
regime. 
I would go ae far in that direction as 
safety might sanction, bat I would keep 
tbs real government of the country in 
tbs control of the United States, in the 
hands of its army and navy, with but 
one flag, and that the stars and stripes. 
I believe this course woald produce the 
beet results tor that country and for 
thin 
A vast American trade with the 
orient is one of the commercial certain­ 
ties of the early years of the dawning 
century. We will yet load untold ships 
with American products to be sold at 
good prices to the teeming millions of 
China pud tbs far east and make un­ 
counted millions of profit out of the 
traffic, and we need the Philippines at a 
three-qnarter-of-tbe-way station in the 
Pacific:—New York World.

His father was a farmer in moder­ 
ate circumstances who lived in West 
Overton. Pa. With nothing but a com­ 
mon sch(K)l education yonng Frick went 
to work as a dry goods clerk, bnt soon 
gave that np to become a l*ookkeeper 
in tin* distillery owned by his grandfa­ 
ther at Bradford, Pa.

The bloody battle of Homestead, 
when the state troops were called out 
to protect the Carnegie works and in 
which so many lives were lost, did not 
swerve Mr. Frick in his purpose. 
He 
fought the stiike out and won it. 
Mr. Frick and others were indicted 
for manslaughter as a result of the 
Homestead riots, but the indictments 
were afterward dismissed on the motion 
of the prosecuting officers 
Since that 
time other anarchists have threatened 
to kill Mr. Frick. 
It is a fact that ha 
has bcpn nervons on this score. 
He is 
rJways very careful whom he receives, 
either at his home, his office or his 
hotel. 
Mr. Frick has one of the most beau­ 
tiful homes in the suburbs of Pittsburg. 
There he lives with his w ife and two 
children.— New York World.

DESCRIPTION OK THE BATTLE. 


The Following Descriptive Letter .lust 
Received by (J. W. Gallagher 
from His Son George. 


Electric Lighted and Steam Heated. 


On the battlefield near Caloocan. 
March 28th, 1890. 


D e a r 
F a t h e r : 
I will try and 
write you a letter as 1 may not have 
another chance for sometime. 
We 
loft the city a little over a week ago 
anil have been in a position 011 the 
road leading to the water works. 
I 
suppose you have read an account of 
our advance on the 25th of March. 1 
will tell you about our connection 
with it. 
We did not know wc were 
going to advance until the evening 
of the 24th. 
Then wc were told to 
roll up our blankets and take our ra 
lions for two days which consisted 
of hard tack and canned beef. 
On 
the night of the 24th, I went on out­ 
post duty, at two o ’clock in the 
morning I was relieved. 
1 joined 
the batallion on the road, and then 
marched for about three miles, which 
was the extreme right of the line. 
Here we were issued about one hun­ 
dred more rounds of ammunition, 
which made about 
two hundred 
rounds in all. 
Wc had now come to 
another road, and our bat tall ion de­ 
ployed into a line of skirmishers. 
My company was in the very ex­ 
treme right. Then F, B and A near 
us. 
I suppose the other two batal- 
lions were on our left. Welaid down 
in the middle of the road till day 
light and then began to advance. 
The ground over which we marched 
was very hard, a scries of hills, 
ridges and gulleys, lined with thick 
bushes. 
The firing began 011 the left 
at Company II. 
They started in 
with three volleys. 
We advanced 
about fifty yards before our company 
fired, and then started in. 
The in­ 
surgents lines were directly in front 
of our company on a hill. 
There 
they were finely entrenched. 
Now 
the fun began. 
Our company ad­ 
vanced by rushes. 
It was one con­ 
tinual sweep. 
I do not believe any 
thing could stand before the bullets. 
1 never saw 01* heard anything that 
could compare with it, and 1 have 
been in two other battles. 
It was 
wonderful that half the company 
were not killed or wounded. 
The 
fire of the insurgents was something 
terrible. The ground was being con­ 
stantly torn up all around us. 
As 
the bullets flew past, you would 
think that about a thousand bees 
were buzzing around your ears. 
It 
was on the first hill where our com­ 
pany met its most serious losses. 
Here Porter was shot through the 
thigh. 
After we took the first hill 
we still kept on charging. 
There 
was a hill to the front and one to the 
right. 
Our company swung to the 
right. 
It was on this hill the hard­ 
est fighting took place 
We were 
exposed to a terrific cross tire. 
1 
tell you the lead did pour in. 
It was 
at this hill on the right, where 
Porter was hit, Mclnnis was wound­ 
ed and Grimes got his awful wound. 
Grimes received an ugly wound in 
the neck, the ball passing out of his 
mouth. 
These were all in my com­ 
pany. 
Mclnnis escaped death in a 
remarkable manner. * He had a car­ 
tridge box in his blue shirt. 
The 
bullet struck the box, glanced off, 
and hit his hand. 
Ho is very liable 
to lose two fingers. 
If it had not 
been for the box, he would be a dead 
man by this time. 
One of our boys 
had his trigger shot off his gun, an­ 
other was hit in the heel of his shoe, 
while another bullet clipped of! the 
strap of one of the boy’s haversacks. 
You see the boys had some narrow 
escapes. 
The insurgents kept a 
steady fire on us for two hours and 
twenty minutes. 
During that time 
our men shot all the way from seven­ 
ty-five to one hundred and seventy- 
five rounds. 
1 had to stop once and 
let my gun cool off. and today my 
shoulder is black and blue from the 
recoil of my rifle. 
The hospital ser­ 
vice was very poor that day. 
I 
understand that the wounded boys 
had to lay out in the field for hours 
before they started to bring them in. 
We stayed over on that hill through 
the afternoon. 
We suffered greatly 
from lack of water, and when we ran 
across a dirty ditch, I tell you the 
water tasted good. 
That night the 
insurgents fired at us again, and wre 
had to form anot her line and go after 
them, but they went so fast that we 
could not catch them. 
The next day 
we marched back to camp, tired out 
and hungry, as we throw most of 
bur provisions away in the fight. 
We had not eaten anything for t wen- 
ty-four hours while the heat and the 
rays of the sun were something aw­ 
ful. 
I read a speech by Hale of 
Maine in one of the papers, where he 
said the soldiers were lighting with 


natives armed with bows and arrows 
and that we were slaughtering them 
like sheep. 
1 wish he was on one of 
these battlefields in front of the nu 
tives and he would find out the dif- 
erence between showers of Mauser 
bullets and a bow and arrow. There 
is going to be some awful hard fight 
ing before these natives are whipped. 
But I must say good-by as we have 
orders to move. Give my love to all.

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light and then began to advance. 
The ground over which we marched 
was very hard, a series of hills, 
ridges and gulleys, lined with thick 
bushes. The firing began on the left 
at Company B. 
They started in 
with three volleys. 
We advanced 
about fifty yards before our company 
fired, and then started in. The in­ 
surgents lines were directly in front 
of our company on a hill. 
There 
they were finely entrenched. 
Now 
the fun began. 
Our company ad 
vanced by rushes. 
It was one con 
tinual sweep. 
I do not believe any 
thing could stand before the bullets. 
I never saw or heard anything that 
could compare with it, and I have 
been in two other battles. 
It was 
wonderful that half the company 
were not killed or wounded. 
The 
fire of the insurgents was something 
terrible. The ground was boing con 
stantly torn up all around us. 
As 
the bullets flew past, you would 
think that about a thousand bees 
were buzzing around your ears. 
It 
was on the first hill where our com 
pany met its most serious losses. 
Here Porter was shot through the 
thigh. 
After we took the first hill 
we still kept on charging. 
There 
was a hill to the front and one to the 
right. 
Our company swung to the 
right. 
It was on this hill the hard 
est fighting took place. 
We were 
exposed to a terrific cross fire. 
I 
tell you the lead did pour in. 
It was 
at this hill on the right, where 
Porter was hit, Mclnnis was wound 
ed and Grimes got his awful wound. 
Grimes received an ugly wound in 
the neck, the ball passing out of his 
mouth. 
These were all in my com 
pany. 
Mclnnis escaped death in a 
remarkable manner. * He had a car 
tridge box in his blue shirt. 
The 
bullet struck the box, glanced off, 
and hit his hand. 
He is very liable 
to lose two fingers. 
If it had not 
been for the box, he would be a dead 
man by this time. 
One of our boys 
had his trigger shot off his gun, an­ 
other was hit in the heel of his shoe, 
while another bullet clipped off the 
strap of one of the boy’s haversacks. 
You see the boys had some narrow 
escapes. 
The insurgents kept a 
steady fire on us for two hours and 
twenty minutes. 
During that time 
our men shot all the way from seven­ 
ty-five to one hundred and seventy- 
five rounds. 
I bad to stop once and 
let my gun cool off, and today my 
shoulder is black and blue from the 
recoil of my rifle. The hospital ser­ 
vice was very poor that day. 
I 
understand that the wounded boys 
lad to lay out in the field for hours 
before they started to bring them in. 
We stayed over on that hill through 
the afternoon. We suffered greatly 
from lack of water, and when we ran 
across a dirty ditch, I tell you the 
water tasted good. 
That night the 
insurgents fired at us again, and we 
had to form another line and go after 
them, but they went so fast that we 
could not catch them. The next day 
we marched back to camp, tired out 
and hungry, as we threw most of 
bur provisions away iu the fight. 
We had not eaten anything for twen­ 
ty-four hours while the heat and the 
rays of the sun were something aw­ 
ful. 
I read a speech by Hale of 
Maine in one of the papers, where he 
said the soldiers were lighting with

D airy Notes. 
It takes a good deal of stamina for 
a butter or cheese maker to refuse the 
milk that is brought to him when He 
knows that It is only just enough off 
to warrant Its refusal. 
In many cases 
the man is working at a small salary 
and cannot afford to lose his place. He 
therefore accepts the poor milk, hop­ 
ing that by skill he may be able to 
overcome the harmful flavors produced 
by mallferous bacteria. 
But try as he 
will he cannot make butter and cheese 
that will stand the test of time and 
remain good. 
It should thereforo be 
a point with the patrons to encourage 
the man at the factory to reject all 
poor milk. 
They are getting the right 
spirit In New Zealand, where they are 
beginning to pay the buttermaker for 
all m Ilk rejected. 
This makes him 
feel that the patrons are behind him, 
and that his 
salary does not depend 
on his receiving milk that is so poor 
in flavor that it will injure the make 
of the entire factory. 
• 
• 
« 
They are trying to form a mil ktrust 
in the city of Washington, but we un­ 
derstand 
that no great headway has 
as yet been made. 
An attempt was 
made to impress the consumer with 
the idea that said trust would give 
them better and cheaper milk. 
The 
people evidently t bought they would 
not be too credulous in the matter. 
All trusts are formed with the avowed 
intention of benefit ting the people. By 
the people they without doubt mean 
the holders of the stock 
till such time 
as they can work the bond scheme and 
freeze out the stockholders. 
The ef­ 
fect of most milk trusts is to increase 
the price to the consumer and decrease 
the price the producer of the milk re­ 
ceives. 
The manipulators of trusts 
intend to have a profit at both ends. 
• • • 
Pasteurization 
of 
milk and 
milk 
products should be followed to a far 
greater extent than at present. 
The 
fact that dairy products are so largely 
consumed, and that they are very good 
carriers of disease germs, make it im­ 
perative that every safeguard should 
be thrown around them. 
Not only are 
the lives of 
healthy 
people in tho 
hands of the dairy- en to some extent, 
but to a very large extent the lives of 
invalids and children. 
It is not pos­ 
sible for us to know how many people 
have been slain by diseases carried in 
milk, but what we do know of conta­ 
gions thus produced convinces us that 
the entire number must be great. The 
simple work of pasteurizing makes all 
safe. 


F ow l* on S o u th W a te r K treft. 
If one has a high ideal of the kind 
ness of the human heart he had better 
keep away from South Water ftreet, 
Chicago, at least if he be a poult ry- 
man. 
In the handling of fowls there 
brutality seems to be a highly-prized 
quality. 
The writer has more than 
once felt very angry at the sharm ful 
way In which the birds are handled. 
Some time since passing along 
ttie* 
street, the 
writer 
noticed two 
men 
unloading a wagon piled 
high 
with 
crates containing poultry. It was per­ 
fectly easy for the men to have hand­ 
ed the crates down carefully, but they 
did not. 
The top crates, full of hens, 
were pulled clear of the other crates 
and then allowed to fall a distance of 
six feet or more onto the stone walk. 
The birds, unable to save themselves 
by a spread of 
wings, were 
dashed 
against the bottom of the crates with 
great force, and the under fowls must 
have suffered greatly from the con­ 
cussion. 
On another day two men were s* en 
unloading a crate, and throwing the 
birds through a hole in the stone side 
w'alk. 
The fall from the sidewalk to 
the bottom of the basement must have 
been fully twelve feet. 
Had the birds 
been dropped through the hole their 
wings would have enabled 
them 
to 
drop to the bottom lightly. 
But the 
men seemed working against time or 
against each other and simply yanked 
the fowls out of the crate and dashed 
them with great force through 
the 
hole. 
The result was that the birds 
seemed stupefied by 
the 
treatment. 
Half an hour later the owner of the 
cellar had picked out a dozen of the 
best Brown Leghorns and was offering 
them for sale at 50 cents apiece as 
fancy birds. 
A gentleman came along 
and agreed to take the entire crate at 
that price, but before paying over the 
money he looked the birds over care­ 
fully and refused to take them, say­ 
ing they were all sick. 
The writer 
then examined the crate and remarked 
to the dealer that the only thing the 
matter with the fowls was the fact 
that 
they 
had 
bee« 
too 
roughly 
handled. 
The dealer replied that 
he 
guessed that was about so. 
The man that purchases fowls for his 
yard from South Water street takes 
many chances. 
Two years ago the 
writer bought 46 fowls there, paying 
50 cents apiece. They were all Brown 
Leghorns, and appeared to be in shape 
to do good service as layers. 
They 
were an utter disappointment. Though 
kept for months they did not show any 
inclination to lay, though It was in the 
spring of the year. 
They were finally 
disposed of to the butcher, those that 
did not die. 
Probably the only trouble 
with them was that they had been so 
roughly treated that they were not in 
shape to lay. 
They might have recov­ 
ered in time, but that is doubtful. 
Not all South Water street men are 
brutal. 
We have known of birds pur­ 
chased on that street proving very sat­ 
isfactory. 
Recently a friend bought a 
dozen White Plymouth Rocks, which 
went to la y iD g as soon as taken to the 


pens of the buye-. They had doobtlets 
bo*n treated more humanely than many 
others. 
It may also ha\o b< < n partly 
due to ihe fact that the 
Plymouth 
Hocks will stand more abuse than the 
Leghorns and feel less badly about It. 
It would be a good thing for men 
shipping poultry to South Water street 
to make some Inquiries as to low their 
fowls are treated. 
If the attention Of 
the commission man is called to It he 
may take measure to see that ids cm* 
ploytg are more careful in the hand 
ling of fowls. 
Certainly the dealers 
themselves should have enough busi­ 
n ess sagacity to see that the poultry 
are looked after. 
Bright, lively birds 
should certainly sell bettor than half- 
dead ones. 
There is another point 
In 
which 
fowls on South Water street are badly 
treated and that is the little care used 
to protect them against cold in win 
ter. 
in the coldest of days it is 
no 
tinti nal sight to see the crates of birds 
out as usual and so left through the 
entire day. 
Some times crates will bo 
•ecu in which nearly all 
tho 
birds 
have their combs frozen down to their 
heads. 
We are glad to say that this 
abuse is not very 
common, but 
it 
should not 
exist 
at 
all. 
Perhaps 
sometime in the not distant future 
Chicago will be so well governed that 
fta officers will prevent the abuse of 
even the humblest forms of animat 
life. 


Ilottled Milk. 
I have found that tVure Is less ex 
pense and trouble in delivering milk in 
bottles than by dipping it from a can. 
The bottled milk commands a better 
price, says a contributor to Rural Now 
Yorker. 
As the bottles hold Just one 
quart, there is no 
over 
dip. 
Milk 
dipped from a can seems to lose from 
four to live quarts for every 40-quart 
ran. 
Wc used to deliver 440 quarts of 
bottled milk daily, besides several 40- 
quart cans of dipped milk, and always 
found the bottles the most economical 
way to deliver. 
Our bottle bill aver­ 
aged 30 gross of bottles p**r year, at 
$9.50* per gross, which amounted to 
$2X5, or a loss of 4,320 bottles a year. 
Suppose wo deliver the 440 quarts, or 
11 40-quart cans of milk by dipping it 
from the can, and overdip or lose four 
quarts of milk for each 40-quart can, 
there would be a loss of 44 quarts of 
milk on tho 11 cans daily, which, at 
seven cents per quart to the retailer, 
means $3.08 per day, or $1,124.20 per 
year. Deduct from this the loss on hot 
ties, $285, which leaves a balance of 
$839.20 in favor of the retail dealer 
who uses bottles. 
There is even a 
larger balance than thlH in his favor, 
because he gets eight cents per quart 
for ills bottled milk, and his customers 
like it better because of the bottles; 
the cream shows up better, the milk 
looks richer, and is much cleaner and 
handier, both for the customer and 
dealer.

; of the live stock interests in this coqh- 
| try is shown by the fact that the total 
value of farm animals on January 1, 
|1899, was $2,215,053,000. 
The highest 
point ever reached by this value was 
$2,507,050,000, in 1889. 
The depression 
in these values began In 
1892 
and 
reached the lowest point of $1,860,420,- 
000 in 1896, making a decline of fully 
' 25 per cent. 
The upward tendency in 
values began in 1896 and has contin- 
j ued ever since until now 19 per cent 
of the 25 per cent of shrinkage has 
been recovered. 
This leaves C per cent

He 
therefore accepts the poor milk, hop­ 
ing that by skill he may be able to 
overcome the harmful flavors produced 
by mallferous bacteria. 
But try as he 
will he cannot make butter and cheese 
that will stand the test of time and 
remain good. 
It should therefore be 
a point with the patrons to encourage 
the man at the factory to reject all 
poor milk. They are getting the right 
spirit in New Zealand, where they are 
beginning to pay the buttermaker for 
all m ilk rejected. 
This makes him 
feel that the patrons are behind him, 
and that his salary does not depend 
on his receiving milk that is so poor 
In flavor that it will injure the make 
of the entire factory.

the price to the consumer and decrease 
the price the producer of the milk re­ 
ceives.

Pasteurization of milk and milk 
products should be followed to a far 
greater extent than at present.

fact that dairy products are so largely 
consumed, and that they are very good 
carriers of disease germs, make it Im­ 
perative that every safeguard should 
be thrown around them.

have their combs frozen down to their 
heads. We are glad to say that this 
abuse Is not very 
common, but

should not 
exist 
at 
all. 
Perhaps 
sometime in the not distant future 
Chicago will be so well governed that 
Its officers will prevent the abuse of 
even the humblest forms of animal 
life. 


B ottled Milk. 
I have found that there Is less ex­ 
pense and trouble in delivering milk in 
bottles than by dipping it from a can. 
The bottled milk commands a better 
price, says a contributor to Rural New 
Yorker. As the bottles hold just one 
quart, there is no 
over 
dip. 
Milk 
dipped from a can seems to lose from 
four to five quarts for every 40-quart 
can. We used to deliver 410 quarts of 
bottled milk daily, besides several 40- 
quart pans of dipped milk, and always 
found the bottles the most economical 
way to deliver. Our bottle bill aver­ 
aged 30 gross of bottles per year, at 
$9 .BO* per gross, which amounted to 
$285, or a loss of 4,320 bottles a year. 
Suppose we deliver the 440 quarts, or 
ll 40-quart cans of milk by dipping It 
from the can, and overdip or lose four 
quarts of milk for each 40-quart can, 
there would he a loss of 44 quarts of 
milk on the ll cans daily, which, at 
seven cents per quart to the retailer, 
means $3.08 per day, or $1,124.20 per 
year. Deduct from this the loss on bot­ 
tles, $285, which leaves a balance of 
$839.20 in favor of the retail dealer 
who uses bottles. 
There is even a 
larger balance than this In his favor, 
because he gets eight cents per quart 
for his bottled milk, and his customers 
like it better because of the bottles; 
the cream shows up better, the milk 
looks richer, and 1b much cleaner and 
handier, both for the customer and 
dealer.

Fow ls on South W ater Street. 
If one has a high ideal of the kind­ 
ness of the human heart he had better 
keep away from South Water street, 
Chicago, at least if he be a poultry- 
man. In the handling of fowls there 
brutality seems to be a highly-prized 
quality. 
The writer has more than 
once felt very angry at the shameful 
way in which the birds are handled. 
Some time since passing along 
the 
street, the writer noticed two men 
unloading a wagon piled 
high 
with 
crates containing poultry. It was per­ 
fectly easy for the men to have hand­ 
ed the crates down carefully, but they 
did not. The top crates, full of hens, 
were pulled clear of the other crates 
and then allowed to fall a distance of 
six feet or more onto the stone walk. 
The birds, unable to save themselves 
by a spread of 
wings, were 
dashed 
against the bottom of the crates with 
great force, and the under fowls must 
have suffered greatly from the con­ 
cussion. 
On another day two men were seen 
unloading a crate, and throwing the 
birds through a hole in the stone side­ 
walk. 
The fall from the sidewalk to 
the bottom of the basement must have 
been fully twelve feet. 
Had the birds 
been dropped through the hole their 
wings would have enabled 
them 
to 
drop to the bottom lightly. 
But the 
men seemed working against time or 
against each other and simply yanked 
the fowls out of the crate and dashed 
them with great force through 
the 
hole. 
The result was that the birds 
seemed stupefied by 
the 
treatment. 
Half an hour later the owner of the 
cellar had picked out a dozen of the 
best Brown Leghorns and was offering 
them for sale at 50 cents apiece as 
fancy birds. A gentleman came along 
and agreed to take the entire crate at 
that price, but before paying over the 
money he looked the birds over care­ 
fully and refused to take them, say­ 
ing they were all sick. 
The writer 
then examined the crate and remarked 
to the dealer that the only thing the 
matter with the fowls was the fact 
that 
they 
had 
bees 
too roughly 
handled. The dealer replied that he 
guessed that was about so. 
The man that purchases fowls for his 
yard from South Water street Ukes 
many chances. 
Two years ago the 
writer bought 4$ fowls there, paying 
60 cents apiece. They were all Brown 
Leghorns, and appeared to be In shape 
to do good service as layers. 
They 
were an utter disappointment. Though 
kept for months they did not show any 
Inclination to lay, though It was in the 
spring of the year. They were finally 
disposed of to the butcher, those that 
did not die. Probably the only trouble 
with them was that they had been so 
roughly treated that they were not in 
shape to lay. They might have recov­ 
ered In time, but that is doubtful. 
Not all South Water street men are 
brutal. We have known of birds pur­ 
chased on that street proving very sat­ 
isfactory. Recently a friend bought a 
dozen White Plymouth Rocks, which
